An Extravagant Proposition. 


A Boston school principal takes the ground that citie: 


should grant leave of absence, with half pay, lo modern^Ian 
guage teachers who will go to the expense of study ab oad 
He says one cannot really know a foreign language without 
having lived for a time in the land where is it spoken and be- 
lieves that a sojourn abroad, coupled with diligent study 
would be of great beneiil to American language teachers and 
the schools over which they preside. This .educator says.: 
•"Methods are far less important than efficient instruction. 
The worst of a dozen methods employed by a strong teacher 
with -underlying purpose well in mind will give a more valua- 
ble training and:belter results than any method when em- 
ployed by an inferior teacher." 


That is doubtless true, but why should not teachers be 


known to be properly equipped for their-responsible duties 
before they are engaged, and why should cities be called upon 
to grant them leaves of absence with half pay in order that 
they may qualify themselves for the work they arc employed 


° These are questions that will present themselves to the 
minds of many. 
If it is necessary for language teachers lo 


spend some time abroad in order to adequately fit themselves 
for their work, why should they not do this before taking posi- 
tions as public instructors? 
School authorities are supposed 


to know something of the qualifications of candidates for posi- 
tions on the teaching force, and when these are not what they 
ought to be the candidates should not be engaged. 1 he public 
does not want inferior teachers, neither does it wish to pay 
their salaries and educate them al the same time. 


The public through normal sctioWs-and other means does 


much to enable young persons to lit themselves for teaching, 
and any proposition like that of this Boston man should, and 
doubtless will, fall flat. 
As before stated, if residence and 


study abroad are really essential they should be had at the 
expense of the teachers before their Avork is begun, and not 
afterward at the expense of the public.
